type of m anagem ent each year

several ponds constructed to 
make the m anagem ent of the 
rangeland more convenient and 
economical. 
The cropland on the 640 acres 
has been parallel terraced in 
recent years This provides an 
opportunity for increased grain 
and forage production because 
of better distribution of rainfall 
in the terrace intervals. 
Im p ro v e m e n ts 
in

rangeland over the years has 
enabled Griggs to increase his 
carrs mg capacity by at least 40 
percent. In reality, he could
